The fourth bill I am satisfied you already have. 

I hope that I was not presumptuous in asking you whether you had 
acquired the Wayte Raymond Colonial paper money. I want you 
to know that 1 would very much have liked to have bought it but 
would not have done anything which would have Interfered with 
your acquisition of it and, therefore, I did not even make an 
inquiry. I am hopeful that you secured many additions to your 
collection from it. Buying or selling anything has never en- 
tered our very pleasant relationship with respect to numismatic 
items since I know that it is above commerciality. It occurred 
to me, however, that since you must have made payments to Mrs. 
Raymond for the Colonial paper money which you acquired, you 
might be willing to let ms buy those which you do not need for 
your collection. I had always hoped some day to be able to 
acquire some of the 1709 New Tork pieces or some of the snail 
denomination Massachusetts in the 17^0 period. Wayte showed 
me his beautiful early Connecticut note and a great many or 
all of bis Colonial issues.
